Alii.  Editor— To  pass  the  dull  hour* 
away,  1  took  an  occmIou  lu  visit  the  new 
County  Peiiiieuliaiy,  f  >r  iho  first  lime  smcA 
it  ha*  been  occupied  by  ptia-Hier*.  Th* 
keeper,  Mi.  Joliu  Vi-rmilyc*.  came  to  th* 
dm-r,  aud  after  wc  told  Imn  uur  business  — 
very  politely  showed  tis  through  the  Priann. 
A*  we  walked  al  ng  between  thesis  tely 
w  ill*  and  looked  tlirougii  tlu-  gloomy  iron 
doors  of  the  cells,  to  gel  a  glnupwr  at  th* 
faces  ol  tile  prisoners  w  it  In  u  lln  m,  I  triad 
to  picture  In  myself  the  thoughts  and  reel¬ 
ings,  natai si  to  their  couJitinu.  The  man 
in  thu  first  placi-,  has  of  couise,  sacrificed 
every  uiauty  principle  ihat  is  bestowed  up¬ 
on  him  and  lias  become  a  criminal.  Ue  is 
at  first  bewildered.  Altera  little  reflection, 
iii*  part  lifu  comes  up  bvfore  him  in  realifor 
and  he  can  look  truck  and  see  what  evil 
habits  have  brought  him  where  he  is,  aud 
lie  throws  himself  up  ui  the  damp  stones 
ol  hit  dungeon,  abandoned  to  despair. 
Tin-  first  prisoner  we  saw,  was  a  daa|>rrsts 
looking  fellow,  The  keeper  had  him  out 
of  his  ceil,  trying  lo  fix  a  clock.  The  next 
one  we  saw  was  »  young  mnn,  sp(K-sring 
not  orer  18  years,  he  was  sitting  iu  his  nar¬ 
row  dungeon.  With  hi*  ftep  lo  thu  light, 
and  appeared  in  a  deep  rtudy.  lie  remem 
tier*  th*  lime  wb-n  lie  little  thought  of 
ever  coming  here  himself,  and  of  the  sinful 
influences  that  cast  him  in  prison.  Passing 
on  a  hub-  farther  down  the  rows  oi  cells, 
we  came  upon  a  young  uisn  of  fine  sppenr- 
xscr-s  feeling  of  sympathy  would  have 
passed  over  the  most  hardened,  to  have 
gazed  through  ibe  iron  bar*,  upon  hi*  flue 
countenance.

I  thought  the  w»sry 
lay.  p  i*s  on  iu  solemn  pace  with  him.  like 
mourner*  to  a  funeral,  and  be  feci*  the 
-lone  wall*  of  Ilia  cell  btvu  something 
dreadful  in  them.  The  rough,  coldy-damp 
surface  chill*  his  bloxil.  as  he  lay*  on  hi* 
couch,  he  hide*  hla  head  lieui *th  hisco\*r- 
01.  and  shnsMara  i«  (hank  ihaghnfolj  erU> 
ing  ia  looking  down  upon  him,  and,  per¬ 
haps,  imagine*  in  hi*  dream*,  that  lit*  cell 
has  become  the  larking  place  oi  some 
ghost,  or  a  silent  aometlung  horrilde  to  *ee. 
But  bark  !  what  wa*  that  mournful  and 
dwmal  *ouud,  sad  lie  spring* from  his  bed, 
all  in  a  tremble,  he  iUteus  ag  in,  groat 
heaven*  !  I  shall  go  m  id,  I  shall  daah  my 
brains  out  sgain-t  the  strove  o  my  dun 
groin.
